ORASMIJCH as itis already declared, that Blazing 
ſtars always ſignify nothing elſe than the approaching 
of ſome evil and miſchievous thing likely after to enſue, it 
remaineth that this queſtion be demanded, What manner of 
evils they be, whereof Blazing ſtars are premonſtrations and 
foretokens? Whereunto I make this anſwer, that, as Blazing 
fars are divers, ſo are the effects and evils, which they 
ſignify, not alone, but ſundry and differing, And, foraſ- 
much as the variety, o or diverſity of them, is to be conſider- 
ed, therefore it is neceſſary to take notice of the effects 
which follow ſuch cauſes,- which F. Horatius doth not na- 
kedly deſcribe, but ſingularly ſet down with a kind of com- 
laint. 
; Who knoweth not what an cnlpenkible deſolation OY 
wonderful overthrow of the City of Feruſalem followed af- 
ter the appearing of a certain Blazing ſtar which was ſeen in 
the air? Jo/ephas and Euſebius faithfully affirm no leſs; 
who declare, that the Blazing ſtar, for the ſpace of a whole 
year, burnt with flames of lamentable deſtruction. 
The like miſerable maſſacre and deſolation followed 


ſhortly after this Blazing ſtar, which our Lord himſelf 


foretold, many years before it came to paſs ; who alſo wept, 
for very ſorrow of heart, as he was propheſying to Jeruſa-. 
lm its ſore viſitation : For our Saviour Chrif, beholding 
the city, wept over it, and ſounded, as it were, in its ears 
this ſorrowful ſentence: F thou hadſt known, (ſaith he) in this 
thy day, the things which belong to thy peace, and a are now hid 
from thine eyes, & c. 

Did not the death of that moſt godly and e 1 
ror Conſtantine follow the appearing of a Blazing ſtar, which 
was ſcen A. D. 304, of an | uncommon bigneſs and no. lefs

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horrible 1 to behold ? And did not Seeger likewiſ fol. 


low an exceeding | dangerous inſurrection in the empire 


wherein (among many, .murders) the Emperor Conſtantin 


was deprived of his life in the caſile of Helena? Not far 
from Spain, in the year 4:4, a Blazing ſtar was ſeen, which, 
as it gave a prefiguration and foretoken of afterclaps, ſo there 
enſued moſt miſerable ſlaughters and calamities, eſpecially 
in France; ard, not long aſter, Celign (being aſſaulted and 
befieged by the Hunt) was ranſacked, ſpoiled, and made 
in a manner, even with the ground; and the Moſt Catholi 
Emperor Martin was, in a conſpiracy of his own ſubjech, 
contrary to the religious oath of their allegiance, murdered 
at CG onjlantinep/e, | | 
After the appezring of a Blazing fir; in the year of our 


| Lord 584. there followed ſuch an inundation of waters in 


every part of the land, that it was av erred and believed to 


be a {econd deluge, or univeiſal flood, prepared for the | 
| drowning of the whole world. After this, enſued in 


Traly ſo hot a peſtilence, that, within the compaſs of a little 
time, many thouſands died in a moſt lamentable manner: 
Not long after that, Rome taſted of the bitter effects of it; 
for the Lombard, laying ſiege againſt it, made havock there. 
of out of meaſure. Upon the toil of this ſharp puniſh- 
ment, there followed a worſe ; for the Saracens roſe up with 
ſtern aſpects, compelling the third part (almoſt) of the 
world, which profeſſed Chriſtianity, to fail into apoltafy, 
and to take part with them in the; r abſurd opinions and 
odious impieties. 

In the year of our Lord 313, there was a wal wonder- 
ful Blazing ſtar ſeen, very terrible to behold ; whereupon 
enſued the death of that moſt Chriſtian Emperor Charle 


_ the Great; the Saracens aſſaulted Italy, and, with violence 
of ſword and warlike engines, overcame and prevailed, not 
without the ruin of many beautiful buildings, and the ef-

dar, which portended a vaſt deal of miſchief and miſery: 75 
for, in the year. of our Lord 1302, that memorable and 
bloody battle of Landers was fought, which to the Frenchmen 
principaily, miniſtered occaſion of many lamentable com- 
plaints! for, in that battle, the flower of the French army (IL 
nean the chief in place and the gem of all their glory) went 
wreck ſuffering a no leſs ĩgnominious thantyrannical death; 
and, after that Roduiph, the Emperor, making ſiege againſt 
era, ſuſtained a great loſs of his beſt ſoldiers, the Seuitzers; 
whoſe blood imbrued the blades o their enemies ſwords, 
and their bodies Jay grovelling and ſenſeleſs upon the 
ground: The Emperor himſelt, fighting againſt Albert, Duke 
of Auſtria, was lain; who was not owned, though he had 
been elected. Now, what manifold miſeries and mifchiefs 
a Blazing ſtar cauſes, which ſhooteth upward ! The head, 
hanging downward, doth 'betoken many misfortunes to fall 
upon people and nations, from. the experience of a Blazing 
far which appeared in the Weſt, and took its courſe to. 
wards the North; which ſtar was ſeen, in the year of our 
Lord 1363; the woes whereof this ſtar gave the fore- 
knowledge fell upon the Frenchmen, to ew no {mall ſorrow 
and lamentable miſerv. 

In the field of a battle fought againſt the Turks, though 
out of the compaſs of the French dominions, they were dif. 
comfited and overthrown ; a hundred thouſand of them 
lay ſlain with the ſword, among hom was the Duke of. 
Burgundy, who with the reſt loſt his life. | 

Not long after this, in the year of our Lord 1406, Lodo- 
vick, Duke of Clarence, brother the French King, whe 
murdered at Paris moſt treacherouſly and fraudulently ; and 
(that I may haſten to an end) who doth not remember what 
grievous calamities followed «he appearing of 'a Blazing 
ſar, in the year of our Lord 1472, in the month of Janua- 
„over Cola. ward, to the terror of che beholders, and 

| aſtoniſh- 
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aſtoniſhment of the hearers ? There followed, hereupon,; in 
the ſummer immediately enſuing, a marvellovs heat! ingen. 
dered every-where in the earth, which was of extrene 


ſtrength and vehemence. 


In the year of our Lord 1408, there appeared a Blazin 
ſtar, which, as in ſight it was wonderful and terrible, ſo i 


betokened miſchiefs no leſs innumerable, than either ty 
| hear, ſee, or recount, is moſt lamentable; for, not muy 
days after, Luycke fell, and certain men, to the number 


of forty, were cruelly ſlain: About that time allo, the 
Pruſſians, in a battle againſt the King of Poland, were foiled, 
and a ſlaughter, the like not heard of, was made of then 
in the conflict, At the ſame time alſo was the Council x 
Piſa diſſolved by a moſt damnable ſchiſm, though the 
cauſe of their Convocation and Mecting was for the mal. 
ing and confirming of unity. 

About this time alſo began the Church to be al appaled, 


and to ſtand in hazard of haveck; whole preſent afliſant 


Sigi/mund, the King of Hungary, ſhewed himſelf to be, in 
ſuch a ſort, with valour of ſpirit, that he might meritorouſſ 
demand to be ſurnamed the moft Chriſtian King, Thus fit 
as to the evils, yea, the heaps of evils, which Blazing ſan 
have portended, obſerved by experience and trial to be true 


by the event and falling out of many misfortunes, which, 


both long ago and of late, have happened. It remaineth 
that we inquire whether they be not foretokens of ſone 


| good; which although many utterly deny, yet, neverthelch, 
read our farther opinion on this point. 


Whether Blazing Stars do not as well betoken 
good as evil? ? 


HAVING before ſhewn by reaſons not a few, an 
proved alſo by true examples, that Blazing ſtars, for the 


moſt par, are preſignificant figns and tokens of ſome - 
| chie 
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nil- 
dief 
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chief and evil, to this queſtion I make the following anſwer: 
Firſt, fo far forth as Blazing ſtars are ſupernatural, there 
ſeemeth, in this matter, to remain no doubt; becauſe 
Almighty God, in the unſearchable profundity of his wiſ- 
dom, is wont, by the appearing of ſtars, to give ſigns to his 
beloved ſervants, as well of joyful news, as of heavy tidings. 
For hath he not, by the rifing of the rainbow in the 
clouds of heaven, ſealed ſecurity and want of fear to the 
world of being drowned, as it once was in the days of our 
great ancients ? Did he not, by the retroceſſion and back- 
ward going of the Sun; ſignify to Hexeliab, that his life 
ſhould be prolonged ? And the number of his days was ac- 
cordingly augmented. Did he not alſo ſignify to all nations, 
that the light was come into the world which ſhould ſhine in 
d.rkveſ; ; namely, Jeſus Chriſt, who was born for the ſalva- 
tionof all people? Which thing he would have teſtified by the 
appearing of a new Oriental ſtar, viſible to the eyes of the 
wiſemen, and gloriouſly gliſtering. Even ſo, doubtleſs, 
there is no cauſe why the ſight of a Blazing far ſhould not 
breed in us as well the hope of ſome good? as the fear of 
ſome evil, according to the place and time where and when 
it appeareth ; ſince it is ſaid, Fear not the figns of beaven, 
which the Gentiles fear ; becauſe the laws of the people are 
vain, Why then ſhould we ſtand in fear of thoſe things 
which have not in them power either to do good or harm? 
Again, ſo far forth as Blazing ſtafs are natural, it is not to 
be doubted but that the appearing of them may portend 
ſome good ; which is no hard matter to prove, as well by 
reaſon, as alſo by example. 


Foraſmuch as Blazing ſtars are made of five planets, as 
dbienus affirmeth, namely, of Venus, Jupiter, Mars, Saturn, 
and Mercury; and that thoſe Blazing ſtars, which are 
made of Venus and Jupiter, are principally the beſt and 
luekieſt; it cannot otherwiſe be but that Blazing ſtars, thoſe 
eſpecially which have their influence from Venus and Jupiter, 

| EO, ſhould 
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would ſometimes betoken good, and not always evil. An 
example of good credit may that Blazing ſtar be, 
which, when it appeared, was Jadged {o happy and ſony. 
nate to the Emperor Cæſar Au ne, that then it wis he. 
gun to be worſhipped in the le oi Nome, and no-where 
_ elſe throughout the whole world; becauſe the Enpem, 
beginning thoſe triumphant ſhews and pageonts, was, by the 
appearing of that ſtar, for ſeven days n in the 
region of heaven, put in hope and expe dation, before. 
hand, of exceeding great felicity to enſue ; which undouht. 
_ edly he obtained in ſuch a ſort and manner that no Enpe. 
ror was accounted happier than happy Auguſtus, as none 
Was reputed better than the good Trajan. Moreover, upon 
the appearing of that ſtar, there was bred in the minds of 
the commonalty an opinion of great reverence ; to wit, that 
by the Blazing fiar was ſignified, that the ſoul of Cæſar was 
recovered to immortality, and enjoyed among. the gods | 
bundance of bleſſedneſs; than which fignification they be- 
lieved nothing more joyful or fare; So that we ſz, 
both by reaſon and example, the:r conjecture and opinion 
do not always deſerve belief, who ſay, that Blazing fat 
never appear but there followerh ſome miſchief and evil; 
concerning which matter more might be ſaid, to the increaſe 
of comfort, and the driving away of deipair from ths 
hearts of the people. 

Again, they are ſo doubtful in their ſignifications, that 
Lucan ſuppoſeth their influence to be ſo general, that the 
beholders of them, either on ſea or land, cannot afſare 
themſelyes of ſafety ; and they, are univerſally to be feared, 

To this opinion I willingly aſſent: When Blazing fan 
appear, this is certain, that it is God's will by them to beto- 
ken and threaten ſome evil to all perſons, more or leſs il 
general, who have offended and done v wie! bed again (36 
preſcripts of his holy law. 
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
